BREAK OF A DYKE. 

On* Hundred and Fifteen 
Livee Were Lost. 

FIFTY BODIES ARE RECOVERED.

Epinal, France, April 29.— Th« Mst 
o£ the fatalities caused by the breakin;,' 
Batorday morning of the ^rcat B iuzcy 
dj-ke ill the Epinal (l!>tri('t of the Vosl'i^s 
iiKTf'asf s every hour. (Jim hundred aud 
filtt eii (iratlis have almuly 1 wen report- 
ed, bat ouly 50 bodies have beea reoor 
•red. It ia believed that the death list 
will be greatly in excess of the figures 
•boive given when all tlie districts are 
heard from. It is supposed that many 
of the dea<l were swept into isolated 
places wliere it will be aloagtiBM btfoce 
the bodies are, f oaad. 

The whole region over which the 
thousands of tons of wafer swept in 
resistless torrent is strewu with every 
sort of wreckage, and tlie wlxjle nmu- 
try presents a most desoiaf e appearance 
In many places the early crops were 
swept cieau out of the ground and the 
losses tiius incarred will be very heavy 

S:x brigades of gendaraiea have 
arrived, aud they have been de 
t;iil"d to ac;t as u'uards. Every attempt 
is beiti:^ made to reorganize the district, 
but tins is rendered difUonlt by the 
Water. 

The A\iere, a small^arrow stream, is 
now in some places a mile and a half 
wide. The railway in the vicinity of 
the Darnieolles station is torn np. The 

rails and ties were swept away and the 
embaiikmeuci destroyed. Nearly every 
bridi(e on the Uue of the flood was 
either destroyed or so badly damaged 
they will huvo to be rt'built. 

The consti uution of the dyke, or dam, 
WM commenced in 1879 and finished iu 
1884. In ISSi) it was greatly strength 
ened. It w;i« of heavy inasomy 550 
yards long, 38 feet high aud tiO feet 
thick at the base. TiM musoiiry was 
carried into the ground to a depth of :;0 
feet below the level of the valley, into 
which the reservoir diseliarged its 
water.

L<!igues, 
niiiiist«r of the interior, an' now on 
their way here to assume c li u-ge of the 
relief work. Three thousaiKl francs 
have already been received for relief 
purposes ami the ministers will bring 
6,000 mori' from the funds of their de- 
partments, and 1,0<J0 francs contributed 
by Pre.sidont Fam-e. Mme. Ueiue han 
■ent 20,000 francs which will he applied 
to relieving the imfferers. 

The prefect of the department ha.s 
Tinted all the districU affected by the 
dlnuter. He has orgaulied the em 
ployeson the public roads, and aided 
bv the military, will, as soon at poni 
ble, restore conunnnioation. These em 
ployes aud the soldiers will also search 
for the dead and immediately bury all 
the dead animals they may find. All 
the municipal authorities are working 
ceaselessly iu distributing relief and 
seeking to bring onler out of the chaos 
prevailing'. Over 50.000 persons from 
the ni arl-y t iwns and the stUTOnnding 
country visited the scene of the dis- 
aster yesterday. 

At ^ o'clocic yestenlay afternoon the 
burial of 1; of the victims took 
place at Donievei-c, one of the villages 
that suffered the worst from the inunda- 
fiou. Two tiionsand p<irsous attended 
the .servic' s, whu h wore held while the 
graves wen- being dug. Tlit'ie were 
many heailrending scenes while the 
bodies were being cousigi'ed to the 
earth. ._

A CORRESPONDENT'S

That Uull I.ittia Towa. 
GiBARA, Cuba., April 29.— Your cor- 
respondent has just arrived frum the 
little town of Baraco i, wliicli awoke on 
.Vpnl 1, to lin.l that it had gamed pMin- 
iuenco by the lauding of Maceo aud his 
party. 

The towu has again subsided into its 
usual tranquility, excepting that 160 
government soldiers arrived from Guan- 
tauamo on April 8, and these wei-e fol- 
lowed a few days later by more, 
who cume overland froui Santia:;o. 

The towu, heretofore without s, .mdy 
any soldiers, now pre.sents <[uite a mili- 
tary appearance aud is strictly under 
martial law. but there has been" no con- 
flict of any kind witliin its limits. The 
.soldiers are guarding the dillerent forti- 
li( .liioiis ,111(1 entrances of the t(jwn both 
day , mil night, liesnles these regulars, 
there IS a volunteer force of iiOU men 
that p.itiol the streets at uight and 
h(!iice any etl'orfs ou the jiart nt th" in- 
surgents to enter or capture the town 
would lie idiui sr an impossibility, un- 
less pr-rliaps tle y were .u very" large 
number.-;, and as far as this imiiicdiaie 
vicinity is couccriipd, the insurgents are 
very lew. 

The party that landed on the 1st have 
doubtlr,> louiid it somewhat unpleasani 
around here and have evidently si>u/lit 
more congenial (luarters. The coioiiei 
counnainluig the forces sconie.l the 
country lor iniles around H.a-aco.i, but 
faded to detect any evidence of their 
presence. The few that left the town 
outlie 1st to join tlmse that lauded, are 
mostly mulattiK'.s. It is .saiii they are 
uot many mili's from Baracoa aud are 
de.sirious of returning to their homes, 
but fear imprisonment. 

Last night official telegrams were re* 
ceived from Guantaiiamo stating that 
the regulais aud insurgents had ex- 
changed a few allots which resulted in 
the killing of Flor Crombet aud anotlier 
insurgent, with the capture of seven 
reiiels aud all their firearms. 

The flispatches further state that 
(teueral .uaceo, with his few followers, 
are said to be surrounded aud will 
either lie tilled or Will Starve to death. 

It is rumored that Hiiueoisvery much 
(liisutisUed with the ooudition of affairs 
uu. the island and anrs that be has been 
deceived in oQituing to Cuba, as be ex- 
pected to tin4 the entire island iw in 
arms, but oh his anrlvBl he flnds tniugs 
entirely different. The two Eugli^ih 
s.dlors captuntd from off the schooner 
llonora, which lauded Maceo on the Ist, 
were sent to Santiago two days ago on 
the muu-of-war, Coude de Venedito. 

The very latest uews states that all 
M.I O S force except two have been 
captured.

Mr, Laiiiistoii said the amount of in 
deiiii.ity to Ih' a-skwl would tx- dcter- 
miued after he had oonuiiuuicated with 
Waller. Mr. Langstou is entirely satis 
fied with the course of the state depart 
meut which lie said had I'alled for v 
thorough iuvestigtttioii of and report on 
tiie case by MinisU'r Eustis al Paris and 
the consul at Tamatava, Madagascar. 
As soon as these are received, if they arc 
shown to b«'ar out Mr. Waller's repre 
seutations, Mr. Langstou expects the 
admiuistration to take prompt action 
looldug to the release of the prisouei 
and to demand from Frauce a propet 
mouey indemnity.

Wasbinqtox, April 29.— The recent 

experience of Admind Meade in hie 
cruise with a stiuadrcn through the 
wat' is (jf till (iulf of Mercico and tlif 
( 'arnbean sea, has served to a.g.iin at 
tract the attention of tae officials of the 
uavy departmeut to the necessity of ac 
quiring of at least one or two coaling 
stations in those waters for the use o 
the uavy. Although the cruise lastcii 
only a tow weeks, the dithculty of pro 
curing a sullicieut supply of coal at 
ditt'erent points aud at re.asoiiable 
prices, has strildugly indicated the 
trouble that may be expected when it 
shall be necessary to maintain for long 
jienod.s of time, or pci li.ips permanently 
a nund)nr of cru;»ing gunboats in those 
waters, such a contiu,.;ency is being pre 
pared for by the constructiou of a uum 
ber of boats calculated fur just such 
servit-e. 

The sources of coal in that sectioa are 
at present largely in British poe a e ss ious 
The price is always high' in some ports 
but it is very laucb higher in otnoi-s, he 
ing known to reach flS per ton at Colon 
at times. Now that the uavy has rid 
itseli idiuost entirely of sail power ana 
the ships r<dy altogether on steam toe 
amouut of money expendetl iu coal i.s 
a.^suming formidable proportions, and 
the naval ohicials are using all of the 
ingenuity to keep down this expen 
without injury to the service. Perhaps 
for this 1-ea.son a number of officers who 
had uot regarded favorably i i in oposi 
tioii to establish coaliug staihms ..utsnle 
of the United States aie now beoaiiuig 
convinced th at such a \>i.tn woui.i be de 
cideiUy in llu- interest of I'conomy. li 
the c.ise oi Adniual Meade'.s crui.se, to 
prevent t.n- l.iyiug oi e.\tori ionate 
chjiges f<ir coal, the navy adopri'd rli 
plan of Contracting with an .\inerican 
lil'm to' deliver coal alongside the ves- 
sels of the s<iuadrou ai .some of tiie 
pjits. 'ibis piau Worked w ll within 
cert.iiu liniiis, and a c i isult l alil 
economy Was elfecieil. It iccjunes 'b

TiM Little Stoamar Sakle Shepard Sunk 
Just Ont^iili* the .^laiiiiift! Ilay. 

ToLRlio, Aluil •>!l.— Capt.iin (Icr-'t 
n.iyward aud four of the crew ot th 
little stciiu'T Wakie Sliepurd, wliicli 
foundered ami sunk just outside ol 
Mauuiee bay Saturdav afternoon, ai- 
rived in Toledo safe nud sound yester 
day morning. They left the sinking 
steamer in a yawl just bpfure she sanii 
and safely made the Michigau sh >re 
Willi. im Jones, the rook, and Allx>rr 
H.iiidin, the engineer, were left on the 
wreck. Hamlin was fiuaJly rescued by 
the tug Roy ot this city, bnt Jones was 
drowned, he having Jumped overboard 
in the excitement. 

The steamer was coming across the 
head of Lake Erie in the trough of the 
sea aud the strain was too much for her 
she sprung a leak and filled so fast that 
siie sunk in lew than an hour after the 
first water commenoed coming into the 
bold. 

The men who were saved report a 
very rough experience, having rowed 
seven miles iu the yawl in a terrific sea 
that threatened to swamp their fragile 
craft any minute. 

Natloual Uaa £sploslOB. 

PiTTSBUBO, April 29.— At Edgewood, 
a sub.a-b, vesterday, the resicwuce of 
Attorney A. L. Bpiudler was blowu 
apart by an explosion of natural gas, 
wnioh Maked into the cellar through a 
drain. Rebecca Bpiudler was probably 
fatally iujuted by falling from the sec 
ond story to the cellar. Her sister 
Mary and Ofllcer Selheimer were seri 
ouslv bnt not fatally burned. The ex- 
plosion was followed in quiok suooessiou 
by two others, which wrecked the ad 
Joiniug dwelling houses of A. L. Bwif t. 
Professor D. W. Downing aud T. A. 
Johnston. Total loss i|20,0U0; insurance 
unknown. 

Capturing tba Kuanijr. 
Simla, April 29.— Sher Afzul, who, 
after the murder of bis nephew, the 
Mebtar of Oliitral, ni'orped the tbroue 
aud besieged Dr. Robertson, the British 
agent, iu the Chitral fort, was o^tured 
Baturday, together with his brothers 
and 800 of his followers. They are now 
in prison.

Whatever may be the ex 
tent of the pressure reiiuired to bring 
aljout this result the government will 
not hesitate to ai)ply it. 

Tile (Observer says: "It is indei il 
probable that most Englishmen fei 1 
some regret that we have been driven 
to take strong measures against a re- 
mote little South American republic. 
The only cousolatinn that we can dis- 
cover is that We really could not help 
ourselves. The truth ajipears to l>e that 
the Nicaraguan goveminent is thinking 
quite as much about what would be 
good for itself as what would lie the 
iK'Kt thing for Nioaragua. Now that 
Admiral Btephouson's forces are in com- 
mand at Corinto it may be hoped that 
the Nicaraguan gov(>ruinent will find 
itself in a position to make the conoea- 
•ions required by the ultiniatuiu." 

WHY TH EY DELAYED. 

rh« Bflket of tha Intarvantloa of the 

l'iiit«-il Statei. 
London, April «'!».— The United States 
atfemi)ted to adjust the pemiiiig dispute 
betwt)on Great britain aud Nicaragua. 
Ambassador Bayard, acting tmder in- 
structions from Washington, represent- 
ed to the Ihitish fuvi ign otlice that Nic- 
aragua, if given two weeks atlditional 
time from the expiration of the three 
days fixed in the ultimatum, would 
meet Great Britain's demand for the 
payment of €l.'^,o<K» indemnity for the 
expulsion of Consid Hatch. 

ixird Kimberly aooeded to this, aud, 
as it was presumed that the state de- 
partment at Washington was acting for 
the Nicaragua, it was thought that the 
incident would be closed without further 
complicatious. But as Nicaragua re- 
fused at the last momeut to acquiesce in 
this arrangement, the original plan of 
occupying Coiinto was earned out. It 
is now beUered here that Nicaragua 
secured the intermediation of the 
United States for the sole purpose of de- 
lay. 

Britinli Oi'Kitulziug. 

Nbw York, April 29.— A specitd to 
The World from Corinto, Nicaragua, 
says the town is pt'rfectly (}uiet. The 
British are organizing their govern- 
ment. An ofilcer of the cruiser Royal 
Arthur tells The World's coiTespundeut 
that the next two days will be decided 
whether they occupy more territory, in- 
cluding Paso de Caballas, or withdraw 
altogether, as important telegrams are 
expected from England. The messen- 
ger, who takes this, carries two tele- 
grams from Admiral Bteveusou, one for 
the British foreign office, the other for 
the admiralty omoe. 

. Want Them to Pay It. 
JosK, Costa Rica., April 2U.— It is 
earned here authoritatively that the 
Central American republics, Guatemala, 
Ban Salvador and Costa Rica, strongly 
urged Nicaragua to pay the $75,000 In- 
demnity to Oreat Britain. President 
Yglesias even went so far as to offer to 
contribute one-fifth of the amoont, hat 
popular sentiment in Nicaragua was so 
set against England that the admin* 
Istration decid^ uot to yidd and tha 
only response received by President 
Yglesias to his offer was a oaoj id Nic- 
aragua's answer to Admiral fHwphea- 
Bon s ultimatum.
